Prevailing Odds in the Betting 
in Favor of the Columbia 
Winning. 



New York, Sept. 25- — Weather sharps 
and yachting experts united in predict- 
ing that a breeze will blow tomorrow 
that will give the Shamrock and the 
Columbia a nice which will be meinora- 
able in the long series of cup events. 

When the sailors of the cup yachts 
and their attendant vessels turned out 
for the last week of preparation to- 
day n ,'10-inile wind was kicking up the 
white caps in Sandy Hook bay and out- 
side a heavy sea was running and sail- 
ing vessels svere pounding along under 
c'ose roofed sails. While the wind died 
with the sunset, the weather-wise say 
it will come again with the morning. 

Neither Sir Thomas Lipton nor .'Mr. 
Duncan cared to risk"~n trial under the 
conditions of the wind and water that 
prevailed in the first half of the day, 
hut at 2 o'clock, when the wind had 
fallen, the Columbia's mainsail was 
hoisted and a few minutes later she 
sailed away under mainsail, club top- 
sail, staysail and jib. She returned in 
less titan two hours ana made fast to her 
buoy for the night. 

After consulting with Manager Jame- 
son nnd Designer Watson, Sir Thomas 
Lipton decided that it was not necessary 
to take the Shamrock our. for a trial 
apin, so she laid moored at her buoy all 
day. — 

When Sir Thomas was told today that 
ns a result of the official measurement 
of the yachts, the Shamrock would have 
to allow the Columbia 4;i seconds in a 
ilO-mlle course, he was much pleased. 

"Don't you think wo have a splendid 
chance to win now?" be remarked. 
"We fully expected to have allowed 
time, but of course we are very well sat- 
isfied with the result. And again I say, 
may the best boat win. If the Shamrock 
should lose, I can ccramly say tnat I 
have done everything a man could do to 
put the yacht in perfect condition for the 
races, and I think every one admits she 
is mm nearly perfect ns can be." 

The two yachts lie within hailing dis- 
tance of each other. All has been done 
that skill and experience can suggest, 
and none of the principals will make a 
prophesy as to the outcome. Only the 
betting shows the trend of opinion, nnd 
the prevailing odds are 10 to S on the 
American boat. In some instances 
these have been increased to .10 to 7, 
but so far ns can be learned, no large 
wagers have been laid. 

The final arrangements for line mtts 
are complete, and the regatta commit- 
tee having the matter, in charge, feel 
assured that everything possible bus 
lieen done to give each yacht a fair show. 
As was the case two years ago, the 
course will be patrolled by a Beet of 
revenue cut tens in command of Capt. 
Walker, of the revenue marine service, 
nnd the yachts will have nn unobstruct- 
ed course of at least a mile wide- As is 
usual in nil America cup contests, the 
clubs will be represented on the oppos- 
ing yachts. Butler Duncan, who dur- 
ing the past years managed the Consti- 
tution, will represent the New York 
Club on heard Shamrock II. On the 
Columbia wil be Mr. II. M. McGildow- 
ney, of the Royal Ulster Yacht Club, 
a gentleman of wide yachting experi- 
ence. It will not be known until tomor- 
row whnt course the committee will or- 
der. 

WEATHER FORECAST. 

Washington, Sept. 25. — The official 
forecaster, Frank Enfolfield, of the 
weather bureau, tonight made the fol- 
lowing prediction of the weather for to- 
morrow's yacht races: "We will have 
tomorrow off Sandy IT^ok light to fresh 
north to northenst ' winds and fair 
weather."

LABOR LEADERS QUARREL, 

Messrs. Gompers and Mitchell Chal- 
lenge President Shaffer to Prove 
Charges.' 

New York, Sept. 25 — In nn open letter 
issued todny at the Ashland House, 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and vice-presi- 
dent of the Clgnrmiikers' International 
Dnio >. and John Mitchell, president of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
ami second v'ce-pre-sidorj; of the Ameri- 
can Federation or Labor, challenged 
Theodore ,T. Shnffer. president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Tin 
ami Steel Wo'.kers. to prove his state- 
ments recently made against them re- 
garding their action in endeavoring to 
secure a settlement of the strike of the 
steel workers. 

In part the letter states: 

"We believe that you should be af- 
forded the fullest latitude in justifying 
your course and your charges and at the 
same time pillory us if we deserve it. 
On tho other band, you will realize the 
impossibility of our allowing your 
charges and insinuations to go broad- 
cast and stand unchallenged. We s-ib- 
mit the following- proposition. First, 
that a committee of three shall meet 
either in Pittsburg, Washington or the 
City of New York for the purpose of 
bonring nnd determining the charges 
and insinuations you have made against 
us. Second, that if the committee finds 
us guilty of your charges anc insinua- 
tions wo will resign from the presidency 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and the vice-presidency of the Cigar 
Makers' International Union, from the 
presidency of the United Mine Workers' 
of America nnd from the second vice- 
presidency of the- Americau Federation 
of Labor. Third, that the committee 
shall consist of three members of organ- 
ized labor to be selected by you from 
lists subraited."

•When he grasped the situation Baynes 
lifted the unfortunate Sin on to the bed 
■ami setting his wheel hurried to secure 
medical assistance. Dr. Duncan was 
called, and after lie had bound up tho 
wounds and done what he could under 
the circumstances for the victim, the 
ambulance was called and the Chinese 
taken to the Tuhllco hospital where ho 
expired about nine o'clock. 

A telephone message- from a iv 
residence that "there was n shooting at 
VM Chatham street," took Sergeant 
Haw-ton to tho scone, and he was there 
when the ambulance arrived. Baynes 
•was standing by the ambulance watch- 
ing tho victim of his gun being carried 
away and after the ambulance had gono 
lie went into the kitchen where he was 
arrested by the Sergeant. lie be- 
trayed little emotion then, but broke 
doivn later on at the city lock-up when 
informed of the death of the Chinese.

Tho injniry into the loss of the steam- 
er Islander was resumed yesterday be- 
fore Commissioners Captains Gaudin 
and J. G. Cox and Mr. .7. A. Thomson. 
L"„ V. Bodwell, K. C-, acting under in- 
structions from the department of jus- 
tice at Ottawa, was present in the in- 
terest of the public, and E. I'. Davis, K. 
C, appeared on behalf of the company. 
Alter the commissioners had taken their 
aunts, Oapt. Gaudin, the chairman, ask- 
ed Mr. Bodwell what weie the instruc- 
tions ho had received from Ottawa to 
which the latter replied it was not the 
procedure of counsel to produce their 
instructions. He had boon retained by 
the Minister of Justice to appear at tllB 
inquiry and assist in the bringing out of 
a'l the evidence obtainable Upon the dis- 
aster. To do this it was necessary lUfct 
he call and examine any witness that 
could give any evidence bearing upon 
the nocident. and be proposed to proceed 
along this line. lie was not appearing 
in the interest of anyone, but of the pub- 
lic, and intended to conduct the inquiry 
in the way be outlined to the commission 
and in no other. 

Capt. Gaudin read from the act regard- 
ing the duties of the commissioners, and 
stated that the inquiry would be con- 
duced by the commissioners. They 
would first examine the witness, and 
then he could be examined by other par- 
ties interested. 

Mr. B -dwell said he proposed to take 
the first examination, and if the com- 
missioners were in doubt regarding al- 
lowing th's course, it was their duty to 
commun'ente by telegraph with the de- 
partment of marine. Unless he was al- 
lowed to carry on the proceedings in this 
manner, Mr. Bodwell said, ho would de- 
cline to have anything further to do 
with the proceedings. 

Capt. Gnudiu— If there are any wit- 
nesses present we will proceed with the 
examination. 

Mr. Bodwell— You are taking the re- 
sponsibility . on yourselves. In taking 
such a position you make it impossible 
for me to remain hero. 

Capt. Gaudin — Will you show me any- 
thing in the act relating to the inquiry 
which calls for such procedure? 

Mr. Bod well — I am hero to instruct 
and advise von. As you mav know, th 
Minister of Justice li. entitled to take 
part in any public inquiry. Now the 
Attorney-General has intervened, Your 
Honors seem to think that I am here 
to prosecute somebody. 

('apt. Gaudin— Well, Mr. Bodwell. is 
it for you to conduct the inquiry or the 
commissioners? 

Mr. Bodwell— I am here to bring the 
evidence before you, and bring out all 
the facts. I have my duties to perform, 
'and you yours. 1 take one position in 
the matter and you another, and I would 
suggest that before going to extremes 
you adjourn for a few hours and tele- 
graph to Ottawa. 

('apt. Gaudin — You have your opinion 
and we have ours. We have our in- 
structions from the department of mar- 
ine, giving the duties of the coiiuni.-.- 
sioners ns stated in the act governing the 
inquiries into the loss of steamers. 

Mr. Bodwel' — Well, you should take 
tho responsibility or consult witli your 
superiors. 

Capt. Gaudin — We have the rules 
laid down for our guidance nud nre try- 
ing to bring out all the facts. 

Mr. Bodwell — It seems to me that wo 
are talking at cross purposes, I know i 
you are trying to carry on the investiga- 
tion according to yonr knowledge. The 
host way is to call witnesses and have 
all the facts produced. It is immaterial 
to the commission how these facts are 
produced, and you have no right to take 
•he examination of those witnessed uat 
of my hands. 

('apt. Gaudin — It is of little nso ad- 
journing to telegraph to the department 
of marine, for we telegraphed 'before and 
got a reply. 

Mr. Bodwell— "What was the reply? 

('nipt. Gaudin — To he discrcot. 

Mr. Bodwell— Do you think you nre be- 
ing discreet? I shall insist on my right 
to examine these witnesses. You pro- 
pose to have witnesses called and ques- 
tion them. I am then to take the exam- 
ination of witnesses into my hands if I 
see fit. 

There the deadlock ended. It being 
determined that the witnesses would be 
called and questioned by the commission- 
i rs anil then by Mr. Bodwell on behalf 
of the public, and Mr. E. P. Davis on 
behalf of the company. In answer to a 
question In- Mr. ,T. P. Walls, the com- 
missioners stated that other counsel could 
cnly b ■ heard through the commissioners. 

Mr. Bodwell asked that a plan of the 
Islander be placed in evidence and sub- 
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went to tho Islander when she reached 
Skagway, Witness met the enptnin in 
his room; had a drink with him and went 
away. Tho captain had no appearance of 
drinking more than usual, nor was there 
anything in his manner to indicate that 
fact afterwards. During tho few minutes 
after tho steamer struck, while ho and 
his wife and child were dressing, he 
heard no rapping on doors, nor the open- 
ing or closing of doors, no voices, or any- 
thing, other than the walking of some 
one on the upper deck, and the work- 
ing of pulleys, to indicate that there, 
had been an accident. He noticed noth- 
ing to cause alarm until he looked into 
the saloon and saw the pnssengors wear- 
ing life preservers. When they reached 
the boat deck everyone had gone. There 
was a fog low down, but the stars could 
be seen above. The ship was by then 
close down to the water. If his wife 
had nor become uneasy, and he looked 
out because of this fact, they would pro- 
bably have gone down, in their state- 
room, -lie expected to he warned if 
there was danger. He did aot think 
people could have boon warned in rooms 
nearby and he not hoard. When picked 
up it was daylight, and ho could see 
people on wreckage. After getting 
ashore he saw a number of icebergs. 
When he bought his ticket from Agent 
Dunn at Skagway, the agent called him 
back mid gave him "a little Scotch." 

I'o Mr. Davis witness said that it was 
about two minutes after he reached the 
boat (led; that the steamer sank. About 
or fifteen icebergs were seen by him 
after landing. To his mind it was about 
uty or twenty-five minutes from the 
time of the shock until the steamer sank. 
To Cap. Gaudin witness said the bow 
f tin' steamer was under water when 
he came on deck. He saw no one on the 
brdse then. 

Walter G. Preston, of Seattle and 
Dawson, was awakened by the shock, 
ked at his watch and found it was 
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milted a list of witnesses to be called, 
including the following: Dr. A. W. 
Phillips, of Seattle; Walter G. Preston 
and Mrs. Preston, of Seattle: Matt 
(-irorn and II. Puddieombe, of Taeoma, 
passengers: and Purser H. F. Bishop, 
Steward G. Simpson and Capt. C. I- 
Harris, a Victoria passenger. 

Dr. A. W. Phillips, of Seattle, a pas- 
seegcr who lost his wife and child in 
such distressing circumstances in tho 
disaster, stated that lie did not see tho 
ofllcers on leaving Skagway. He knew 
the captain, but not the pilot. He was 
not on deck for any length of time prior 
to tho accident, just for a moment af- 
ter dinner. The night was clear but 
windy. He shook hands with the cap- 
tain when that ollicer was going down 
to dinner. The captain was hurried, 
but said he would see him later. There 
was nothing in his manner then to show 
that he had been drinking. Witness 
was in bed when the accident occurred 
ami was awakened by the jar. His wife 
wanted h'm to get up. Witness told her 
that if there was anything wrong they 
would be informed. His wife becoming 
uneasy, he looked over the fretwork 
above the door and saw passengers in 
the saloon with life preservers on go- 
ing toward the upper deck. He got up 
and his wife and child were hurriedlv 
dressed. They went out. Before going 
they looked for life preservers, but could 
find none until they found some under 
tho seat in tho after cabin. There was 
no member of the crew there to assist 
or instruct them. After putting on the 
life helts they went, forward and -up the 
cpmpauionwny to the boat dock. The 
how of tlie steamer -was then poing down. 

Witness could not tell how long had 
(dapscd from the time of tho shock until 
they reached the deck. The life rafts 
and boats were nil gone and he saw no 
one. He heard no sounds of anyone 
knocking on the doors. There was no 
knock on his door. Mrs. Phillips and 
her daughter were drawn into a ven- 
tilator when the ship foundered. Wit- 
ness was also drawn into the ventilator, 
hut caught by his eye and shoulder, 
which prevented him from following 
them down. Ho went down with the 
steamer. When he oame to the surface 
of the water he grasped the chief en- 
gineer's arm. The engineer wns on a 
small piece of wreckage. Then an oiler 
came alongside and all three clung to it. 
It wns so foggy thoy could not see any 
boats. They heard lots of people cry- 
ing out. but heard no replies from boats. 

To Mr. Bodwell witness said he had 
n drink w'tb tho agent before the steam- 
er Ie:t Skngway. He and two others 
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live miuute« to two. After looking out 
of his window he went back to bed, 
and hearing the engines being reversed 
and driven forward, ho put on his pants 
and opening his door with difficulty, 
went out. There were two or three men 
standing in the saloon, and seeing noth- 
ing to frightcr him. witness went back- 
Soon afterwards he heard a conversation 
which caused him soto nlarm, and go- 
ing forward he saw that the bow was 
down lower than the stern. He asked 
some men what was the matter, and 
when thev told him that the ship bad 
struck nn iceberg, ho hurried back, and 
told his wife to get up, for the ship was 
sinking. He put. on his coat and vest, 
pulled on his boots and did not stop to 
put on underclothes or other clothing. 
Then after assisting his wife to dress, 
hurried out and went forward. There 
were 12 or 15 men in the cabin, seem 
ingiy unconscious of their danger. One 
0'- two were adjusting life preservers. 
Thev wen; not excited. Some directed 
witness nnd wife to the companionway 
and they hurried to the boat. deck. The 
last boat, the end boat on the starboard 
fide, was being lowered. Three or four 
men were engaged in lowering it. One 
assisted Mrs. Preston into the boat, and 
on Ids wife calling to him. witness also 
rot in. The boat was lowered down 
and a number got info it from the main 
deck. Then the davit broke and threw 
th" stern down into the water. Mr. 
Walker, customs ollicer nt Skagway, 
Mien rolled out into the water and drift- 
ed awav. Witness had one hand on the 
side of 'tin! boat and held his wife with 
the other. 'Soon the other end of the 
boat was lowered and it was filled. The 
boat drifted nwny to tho stern of th 
stenmer. Mrs. Walker was crying to her 
husband, and he was answering. As 
si on as the oars could bo shipped ho 
was picked, up. The boat then left, the 
steamer; There were fourteen in it. 
Witness thought thoy wore all passen- 
gers, but one Of . the men said after 
wards that he was a fireman. He was 
not in uniform. There was no one in 
(diarge of the boat. All were doing the 
be t I hew could. 

Capt. Gaudin— Did it not strike anyone 
of the fourteen in the boat that they 
might save others if they remained neai 
the vessel? 

Wilfess— We wanted to save Mr. 
Walker. 

Capt. Gaudin— Yes; but after you got 
h'm. eouldh't you do something to save 
others? 

Witness— Our boat was leaking, and 
we were no onrsmen. The tide carried 
us awav by the stern of the boat. The 
boat appeared full, for I could not get 
room to sit down. Wo tried to paddle 
around but couldn't see anything after 
we picked up Mr. Walker, and finally 
dr'.fted away. 

Continuing, witness said that after- 
wards they drifted near a boat and held 
conversation with those in it. Those in 
the other boat anked how many there 
were in witne.-.s' boat. Those in it re- 
plied that 1 her" were fourteen and the 
other boat's occupants said there were 
seven in all. Someone in witness' boat 
'asked those in the other boat if they 
eou'd not take some of them, for the 
boat was leaking. The boats finally drift- 
ed awav from each other. 

The witness, who was quoted in 
press reports from Seattle regarding in- 
toxication on the part or the captain, 
when asked bv Capt. Gaudin if ho saw 
anything in the manner of the captain 
to load hun to believe that the captain 
was intoxicated. Witness said that there 
was one incident. While throwing off 
the lines at Skagway- the captain was 
mi the b'-idg" giving orders. He then 
threw up both his hands to wave a fare- 
well to some friends on tho wharf. An- 
other incident which came to witness* 
mind was that tho captain was with two 
men having a discussion, and tho captain 
was saying, "Come on back with me and 
we'll settle this now," Further than 
these incidents there was nothing to in- 
dicate any intoxication on the part of the 
captain. 

To Mr. Bodwell witness said that Mate 
Neroutsos was among tho men lowering 
the boat in which he left tho steamer. 
No one was put in charge of the boats, 
and no directions were given, except that 
someone shouted to let go tho lines. 
There appeared to be no more passen- 
gers to take when the boat was lowered. 
Those lowering the boat did not seem 
to understand. They didn't seem to be 
able to get the boats nut. Tho boatn 
were longer than tho width between the 
davits.' The men took about u cwupie 
of minutes to get the boat out. lit did 
not look as if the boat was handled bv 
seamen. The boat with seven men in it 
landed hair an hour after witness reach- 
ed shore. There were seven men in it. 
They landed about 75 yards from witness 
nud came past he and Mrs. Preston to go 
to the fire. All looked like members of 
the crew, and witness said he was in- 
dignant, after he heard the voices call- 
ing for assistance. One of the men wore 
the 0. P. N. uniform. Witness could not 
desciibe it. other than that ho wore a 
.sweater. He knew the man was not a

After leaving the sinking steamer in 
the boat, witness said they heard voices 
calling -for assistance all around. There 
wns no excitement on tho ship before he 
got into the boat, ff tho stewards or 
assistants had been calling the passen- 
gers he would certainly have lieard them, 
but did not. No one warned him. He 
saw no one on the upper dock giving 
orders, and no one requested the boats 
to stand by the ship or anything like 
that. The other boats had already gone. 
There was a whistle blown soon after 
tho shock, a short toot, like a fog signal. 

Watness stayed on Douglas Islnnd un- 
til noon and saw much ice drifting. At 
Juneau he attended the coroner's in- 
quest and heard evidence given that the 
pilot was drunk. It was given by the 
Doyle brothers, who, witness believed, 
were in California. 

Capt. Gaudin said ho did not think 
witness should bo asked to give hearsay 
evidence, and Mr. Bodwell replied that 
he did not think the rules of evidence 
were to guide such an inquiry as that 
being carried on. 

Mr. Bodwell -said he did not think that 
the inquiry was the place for technical 
objections. The commissioners should 
not refuse to accept decently authentic 
information. 

Mr. Davis contended, that the evidence 
admitted should be proper legal evidence. 

Mr. Bodwell said that ho wished to 
show what evidence was given by the 
Doyle brothers, who are now in Cincin- 
nati and out of the jurisdiction of the 
court. If Mr. Davis had copies of the 
evidence given by them at the Juneau 
inquest, said Mr. Bodwell, ho should 
produce them. 

An adjournment wns then taken for 
lunch, after which Mr. Preston again 
took tho stand nnd examined by Mr. 
Davis he said that his wife nnd be both

Ho said ii 
answer to questions, though, that he 
could not tell the difference between tho 
hands of an engineer and n miner, nnd 
was not prepared to swear that there 
were not a number of laboring men 
among tho passengers. It was his con 
elusion that they were members of tho 
crew. Apart from the gesture or fare- 
well, witness said tbero was nothing to 
lead him to the belief that the captain 
had been drinking. His wife mndo a 
remark on going on board that ho looked 
as if lie had been drinking. 

Mr. Davis — You have a claim against 
the O. P. N. Company, have you not? 

Witness — I have suffered damages, 
but not iiled a claim vet. I have 
consulted solicitors in Seattle. 

Witness did not know the pilot, and 
saw nothing about nny other olllcers or 
members of the crew of tho Islander to 
show that they had been drinking. The 
man in the boat which came ashore with 
seven men in it, that witness had said 
was n C. P. N. man, wore a sweater, 
but it was not clear to witness' mind 
what else ho wore. He was not able 
to state pos : tively that those whom ho 
saw lowering boats wore crew or pas- 
sengers. He had - no experience in low- 
ering boats and could not say whether 
two minutes was n long time to get a

To Mr. Bodwell, witness said she was 
not anxious at the time of the accident. 
There was nothing to indicate danger. 
She certainly would have hoard any at- 
tempt to rouse passengers. Everything 
was very quiet — for a shipwreck. The 
C. P. N. man who witness said was in 
the steel boat with the seven, wore a 
dark blue sweater with the letters C. 
P. N.' Company in red, 

To Air. Dnvlls she said that the seven 
men were dressed as the lower classes 
of men usually are. They had on pants, 
neglige shirts. The pants were black 
and faded, the shirts soft ninl without 
high collars. The coats were black or 
brown. That was about all witness 
could remember. She had no idea of the 
(boots or caps worn by the men. The man 
with the C. P. N. sweater was dressed 
like the others in other respects. 

Pressed for a description of Oapt. 
Foote's appearance, which led witness to 
form an opinion that ho looked like a 
dissipated man, witness said he was a 
slight looking man, mid the whole ef- 
fect gave her the impression. She waR 
not 'near enough, though, to judge care 
fully. Ho was laughing and joking and 
seemed pretty jolly with the people or 
shore. ITo was in gny,6pirts, said wit- 
ness, that's all. 

Capt. McLeod. master of the steamer 
Danube, said he was familiar with 
Stephen's passage. Xcp canto down from 
Tnku inlet, and glaciers to the passage 
The warm rains caused the ice to drop 
off, and it was met at all seasons. A 
steamer might pass, through and see 
none and twelve hours tatcr find n large 
amount. A searchlight was not much 
good in navigating that passage. You 
could see ice close alongside with it. 
Tlie Danube had a searchlight, but he 
never used it for looking for ice. Thoro 
are no barometrical or atmospherical in- 
dications of the proximity of ice. Tn en- 
tering Stephen's passage he would go 
•slow if nfrniid of ice." If clear ho would 
go full speed. Pie always had a look- 
out. If the weather was thiels he would 
post two, one on the fo'c'slc and one on 
the bridge. He said boat drills had nev- 
er boon practised on this coast" that he 
knew of. 

To Capt. Gandin witness said that a 
glancing blow caused by ice would in- 
jure two or more compartments. Some 
of the ice seen in Stephen's passage 
stands but a foot above water, and fre- 
quently is almost level, after the snow 
ds washed off, and it is weighted, down 
with logs or stones. If the steamer 
struck iee going half speed it would 
have broken her compartments. Any 
vessel unless built for the iee would 
break her compartments if sho struck 
ice when going seven or eight knots. It 
was possible to see a fog bank half a 
tniiJe away, and have clear weather until 
the moment vou strike it. 

Mr. Bodwell— The fog doesn't come ill 
Stephen's passage, though, does it? 

Witness— That is just where it does 
come. 

Mace Green, a Tncoma merchant, gnvo 
evidence to the effect that both captain 
and pilot were drunk. He said he saw 
the captain and pilot go on board the Is- 
lander at Skagway. The pilot acted like 
a man who had plenty of liquor in him. 
Witness said the pilot's actions excited 
his suspicion and he noticed that the 
gangplank was not wide enough for the 
pilot. Two gentlemen, seemingly friends, 
went on board with him. Witness re- 
tired at 11:43 p.m. Putldicombe, his 
room mate, awoke him. He heard none 
of tho crew arousing passengers. Go- 
iug out of his stateroom he looked 
around for a cork life preserver, for those 
he found were mostly tule. The lights 
were out by tho time he reached the up- 
per deck. Tho boats had gone. With 
Chief Steward Simpson and four or 
five others, lie assisted in putting a raft 
over the side. He was in his state- 
room when the boats were being lower- 
ed. Tlie captain was on the bridge when 
they launched the raft, and when they 
wero in the water, someone shouted, 
".Tumi), Cap!" The captain jumped. 
There was nothing then to indicate that 
he had been drinking, but witness said 
lie saw enough in the bar room in tho 
earlier part of the evening. The cap- 
tain and a number of others were in 
tlie bar from 1) to 11. Witness did not 
t-ee him take more than two drinks. Ho 
wouldn't swear that the captain was 
drunk, but from his actions in walking 
through the social hall, witness said one 
would have thought {here was a heavy 
sea on by the way the captain was walk- 
ing. He was going to the bar when ho 
saw the captain there, but there were 
so many there, none of whom he know, 
that he could not get in. 

To Mr. Iiodwell witness said the he went 
to the bar twice. Bach 'time he saw the 
captain with a glass in his hand. All were 
having a good time, as a crowd of men 
would under such circumstances. It must 
have been an hour from when witness went 
to the bar the first time until he went 
again. He was under the Impression that 
file captain had more liquor that he should 
have. Pilot LeBlanc's steps were very un- 
steady when coming on board. Witness 
asked no questions regarding bis Intoxica- 
tion. Witness saw Chief Steward Sinin- 
son in the saloon when he game from his 
stateroom after the accident. The stew- 
ard was Just as Interested as anyone else 
getting Into life preserver. We had some 
trouble In keeping him off the raft before 
they got it over the rail. He was one of 
the most rattled of the whole 
bunch.

anno dawsox telegraph line 

After a few postponements tho tele- 
graph lino to Dawson litis* been com- 
pleted and is open for business. This 
is tl mutter for much congratulation, 
ami we feci like saying something plea- 
sant for everybody who has had any- 
thing to say or do in connection with its 
construction. The government did a 
very wise thing in authorizing the erec- 
tion of the line, They showed thereby 
Jin appreciation of the requirements of 
the country. By constructing a land line 
promptly they have forestalled the lay- 
ing of a cable from some point in the 
United States to Alaska, which has now 
"been rendered unnecessary for some 
years to come. It is a distinct advan- 
tage to Canada to have this lino over 
her own territory, and wo hope its open- 
ing is only one of the needed under 
takings which will tend to aid Canadians 
5n securing and retaining the trade of 
the Golden North. 

The erection of the line will not fail 
to have an immediate and beneficial 
effect upon the opening of the country 
which it traverses. It removes the iso- 
lation, which has so long hampered do 
velopment over a large area. The 
Omineca and till the immense region ly- 
ing to the north and west of that rich 
Iiydraulic country can now lie reached 
■without the great loss of time hitherto 
necessary. It is true that, in many 
cases tin; journey to the nearest tele- 
graph station is considerable, but the 
saving through the erection of the line 
in the transmission of communications 
Iwill have a material effect, which is nil 
the more Important because of the short- 
ness of the season during which opera- 
tions in mining can be carried on over 
tl large portion of the province. 

AVo congratulate Mr. Charleson upon 
the completion of his arduous work. He 
Huts not finished it quite as rapidly as 
3io thought ho would, but he has done 
.so as soon as we expected. This is not 
the time to discuss matters bearing upon 
the cost of the undertaking, first be- 
cause wo arc without the necessary de- 
tails and secondly because such a dis- 
cussion at this time would be decidedly 
inopportune. Wc are very great ly pleased 
to have the line finished before the 
close of navigation, so much so that 
we are not the least in a critical mood 
this morning. 

THE ILLUMINATIONS. 

Nothing much has been said in the 
papers about private illuminations, 
throughout the city on the occasion of 
the Royal visit, but this must not lie 
lost sight of. Private illuminations add 
very greatly to the success of a public 
fete. They can be managed in several 
ways. VVheu the Prince of Wales visit- 
ed Canada, it was in the days when 
people used candles, and nearly every 
private house was lighted by candles 
placed in the windows. The plan adopt- 
ed was to cut a candle into two equal 
parts mid fasten them upon some ar- 
rangement so that thore would be a 
Jight to each pane of glass, which in 
those days was usually not more than 
10x12 in size and often smaller. Tho 
effect was surprisingly good. {Nowadays, 
•when larger glass is used, if candles are 
employed for window illumination, it 
will bo necessary to have some arrange- 
ment to bold them, so that there uwty 
be a number of lights in each window. 
Chinese lanterns hung out of doors, or 
even insido windows are extremely ef- 
fective., as every one knows. Wo recall 
a public illumination in Albany, Now 
York, where the residential part of the 
city was lighted by means of tho or- 
dinary facilities for lighting being mass- 
ed in the front rooms of the house. The 
•windows wore tastefully decorated by 
bringing, near them the choicest funii-

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turo and vases of flowers, and the cur- 
tains wore so draped as ,to give an un- 
obstructed view of the interior. The 
effect was excellent, but to make that 
kind of illumination effective it is neces- 
sary that tho houses should bo close 
together and near the street line, so 
that it could not be generally adopted 
bore. There are somo residences that 
could be very well illuminated in that 
way. The stores will of course nil be 
lighted, and doubtless they all will de- 
corate their windows. 

We will add a few words as to where 
the decorations should be, and that is 
everywhere. No one should hesitate 
about illuminating his premises be- 
came they are not in tho hoart of the 
city. People will go around to see the 
illuminations if they are general, so that 
none of the work will be lost. We hope 
that the citizens will take hold of this 
matter with vigor. Victoria must do 
her best unless she wishes to bo hope- 
lessly discounted among tho cities of 
Canada. We seem to have got past the 
equinox without very bad weather, and 
we may reasonably look forward to 
somo pleasant days. Let us all as citi- 
zens make an effort to have tho city 
look bettor next week than it over did 
before in all its history. 

ALEXAiNDEUl BAULD. 

Thore was recently u colliery accident in 
Fifeshire, and in consequence a number 
of miners were imprisoned. Preparations 
were at once made to rescue them and 
happily successfully. Tho first man 
reached by the recuc party was Alex- 
ander Bauld. He was only a common 
miner. There was nothing about him to 
distinguish him from his fellows. Ho 
probably loved his life as well as most 
people. Yot he refused to accept the 
succor offered him, until his five com- 
panions, who were married men, were 
takeu out. Then his turn came, but it 
was only after he had been entombed 
sixty hours. There can be no courage 
of any higher order than this. To be 
entombed alive in a mine is a horror 
sufficient to try the strongest nerves. 
Tt is difficult sometimes to be courageous 
in broad daylight. It is always hard 
to lie so in the darkness. It is com- 
paratively oasy to do acts of daring 
before the eyos of the people, but to per- 
forin them to all intents and purposes 
unseen of mon is another matter. If 
Alexander Bauld had accepted tho offer 
of rescue, be would only have done 
what was right. No ouo would havu 
found fault with him. But he refused 
it, not because he made light of tho 
peril, but because he thought the danger 
so imminent that if be, went first, the 
breadwinners of families might not bo 
saved. No words can add to the cour- 
age of this deed, and wo refer to it 
only that every one, so far as tho Colo- 
nist circulates, may know of it, for it 
illustrates a nobility of character worthy 
■>f emulation. 



TO SOME VISITORS. 

There are now on the way across the 
Continent a number of gentlemen rep- 
resenting the press of Groat Britain nud 
the United States. May we ask somo 
of them to tako a little time and study 
the geography of this western country? 
In the last issue of tho Weekly edition 
of the London Times, one compilation 
of news was under the caption "Can- 
ada," and immediately following it was 
another budget headed "British Colum 
bill," (May wo remind our visiting 
pressmen that British Columbia is a 
part of Canada? The same London 
newspaper a week or two ago spoke of 
the Klondike as being in Alaska. The 
Klondike is not in Alaska. Alaska is 
not the general name of tho whole 
northern part of this continent. It ap- 
plies specifically to that part of th 
Pacific- Northwest, which belongs to th 
United States. It would be just as cor- 
rect, to refer to Liverpool as being an 
Irisii city as to say that Klondike is an 
Alaskan town. While speaking nlwut 
this we may mention that a week or 
two ago, tiie Toronto Globe editorially 
spoke of the Klondike output of gold as 
the Alaskan product. May we also ask 
our visitors to bear in mind that Van- 
couver and Vancouver Island are two 
different localities, and that the city is 
not on the Island? The failure to ob- 
serve this fact has lod to many mis- 
representations, which are very mis- 
leading. For example, the British press 
invariably speaks of the Pacific cable as 
starting from Vancouver. It does not 
start from Vancouver any more than it 
does from Banff or Montreal. It starts 
from the west coast of Vancouver Is- 
land. May we remind the American 
newspaper men that the waters through 
which they will pass in coming from 
Vancouver to Victoria do not form any 
part of Puget Sound? Puget Sound is 
geographically a part of Admiralty In- 
let, which is tho southern extension of 
tho Strait of Juan do Fucn, but by legis- 
lation of the State of Washington the 
term has been applied to all the inland 
waters belonging to that state reached 
by the Strait just mentioned. We speak 
of this because there is a disposition on 
the part of the writers from the Ameri- 
can press to speak of all tho inland wnt 
ers in the Pacific Northwest its parts 
of Puget Sound.

We sincerely hopo that there is no 
truth in the statement that Oriental 
labor is to be introduced into tho Yukon.

within tho four corners of the laws of

Edward 
Uf. must have felt n thrill of pride 
when ho learned that ids subject.-- valued 
1dm at double the amount of his pre- 
decessor 

But this record wa« in turn hopelessly 
beaten by Richard 'IT. People paid a 
penny lo fo" Irm. though grumblers de- 
clared that "the show was not worth the 
money." 

When Henry V. came to the throne, 
p:op!e paid as much ns twopence to 
cheer him en bis way. People were ex- 
travagant with the ; r monev at Henry 
VIII.'s coronation, when fourpence was 
demanded for n seat. 

When the great Elizabeth came to (be 
throne, however, her subjects, in the 
exuberance of their loyalty and joy, 
paid another twopence. The historians 
of Tames I. dilate at great length on the 
growing wealth of the country, of which 
there could be no more striking evidence 
than the fact that thousands of people 
on the line th" procession paid one 
shil'ing each for seats. 

Charles II. found his subjects in the 
best of tempers, so much so. indeed, that 
they paid half a crown to look at him 
as ho passed—a generosifv attributed to 
the relief felt at the- riddance of the 
Roundheads. William and Oueen Anne 
doubled this price, while the cnmitrv 
quite lost its bend over George II., and 
disbursed ha'f a guinea.

Mr. Justice Walkem yesterday found 
John Rogers, the member ot the Chris- 
tian Catholic Church in '/Aon, whose two 
children died from diphtheria early last 
month, guilty on the eight counts against 
him, tout allowed him out on hail to ap- 
pear for sentence when called upon. 
Rogers is to secure bondsmen to the sat- 
isfaction of the superintendent of police 
and deputy attorney-general, who will 
be surety for his appearance when can- 
ed upon. The court will assemble at 
10 o'clock this morning to receive these 
bonds. 

There were eight counts against tho 
accused, four touching the deaui urf 
daughter Victoria Heneu Rogers and 
four touching the death of his infant son 
Cecil Alexander Rogers, tho charges be- 
ing the same in each case, viz., man- 
slaughter; being in charge of a sick per- 
son and not procuring medical aid; be- 
ing the father of the children and thus 
being liable to provide tho necessaries 
of life and not doing do, anil neglecting 
a common law duty. 

When the case was called yesterday 
morning, Rogers rose and .said that ho 
had not had au opportunity of securing 
counsel. 

Mr. Justico Walkem contended that 
that was not true. When the case was 
last up he asked whether the prisoner 
had counsel and also warned him to se- 
cure counsel. He would prefer that the 
accused was represented by counsel, but 
seeing that he was not, he would have 
to do his best to assist him. 

Rogers in reply said that what he 
meant was that ho had not yet received 
nil answer from headquarters at Chicago 
as to -whether ho should employ counsel. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said he had noth- 
ing to do with Chicago. 

Eugene 'Brooks interposed that the 
pr'soner was not in a position to em- 
ploy counsel, nud upon Mr. Justice 
Walkem saying that Victoria lawyers 
were very generous in a case of the 
kind, Brooks said they had been unable 
to find Mr. Powell, as he was out <>r 
town. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said that he had 
seen Mr. 'Powell several times since the 
case was up before and Mr. McLean said 
be had had dinner with him on Tuesday 
night. 

Eugene Brooks was tV.o livst witness 
called by the crown. There- was con- 
siderable sparring between tho Deputy 
Attorney-General, Mr. McLean and tho 
witness. Having affirmed, the witness 
said that John Rogers and his wife had 
been members of his church, the Chris- 
tian Catholic Church in Zion, for eigh- 
teen months. The church laid stress on 
Divine healing without the aid of doc- 
tors; ho would not say they laid great 
stress on it. It taught that the Lord 
was the healer and not man, but he 
could not remember ever telling anyone 
not to employ physicans, although it 
was the doctrine or tjie church not to 
employ doctors. To him it would be a 
tin for him to employ doctors or modi- 
cine, and he taught that. He presum- 
ed l hut he had tailed to the prisoner 
on the question of Divine healing and 
he believed Rogers had acted upon the 
teachings of the church since he joined. 
Koine time ago Rogers' children had 
scat let fever and he sent for witnes 
who prayed over them and they recover- 
ed. The witness also prayed over the 
children in their hist sickness, the pris- 
oner, as far as ho knew, not employing 
what are called remedies— iu fact, so 
far as he knew. Roge' s lived up to the 
teachings id' tho church. The eldest boy 
took ill first about two weeks before the 
death of Victoria Helen. The boy was 
quite s ! ck anil he had difficulty in breath-

ing, and they said lie had a sore throat. 
Ho could not remember whether any- 
thing was said about (lie temperature. 
Witness simply prayed for the child. No 
physical moans were taken while ho wns 
there to relieve the child. After witness 
left he was told that the hoy hail spat 
up something. Mrs. lingers also had 
difficulty in 'breathing and he prayed 
for her. nothing else being done. Wit- 
ness told the family not to let anyone 
go in or out. as it might be contagious. 
He recommended this, as the other ine'n- 
bers of tin? family seemed to be taking 
it. On Tuesday evening, September -. 
he went to the 'Rogers bouse and fowl 
Victoria Helen and Cecil Alexander 
Rogers ill. The symptoms were the 
same as those in the case of the moth 'r 
and elder boy. Witness might have sug- 
gested to tlie mother and father that the 
children were suffering from croup or 
diphtheria. The noroness of the throat 
and difficulty; in breathing suggested that 
it might be diphtheria. In his mind, the 
disease was no more than any other dis- 
ease. Before he joined his present 
church he considered diphtheria a very 
dangerous disease. Nothing was said 
about getting a physician or employing 
remedies. The child WU3 prayed for 
and kept warm. If his prnyer was not 
nnswered, he generally telegraphed to 
headquarters, and this 'was why be sent 
a message to Dr. Dowie. Tho child was 
getting worse, the breathing was worse 
and she was getting weaker. After 
sending the despatch and going home for 
a time, he returned to the Rogers home. 
The chihl improved during the early 
morning hours. At -I o'clock the breath- 
ing thickened up and remained so until 
a short time before tho child died, when 
there seemed to be relief. The mother 
said, "I believe the child is dying," and 
witness looking saw that the child was 
dying. No physical menus were taken 
to relievo tho eMld. The 'baby Cecil 
Alexander was peevish and fretful at 
the same timo, but the same symptoms 
were present as in the other children. 
He wired to Dr. Dowie that Victoria 
Helen and Cecil Alexander had diph- 
theria, as that was as near rs ho could 
guess at that time, and,xrouId not go into 
a long explanation in a telegram. He 
did not notify the health authorities of 
the disease in the Rogers house. The 
first information was given to the public 
through Mr. Hnnnn. the undertaker. 

Mr. Justice Wnlkem— Did you inform 
Mr. Hanna or the health authorities I 



what the disease was, or did you know 
that it was your duty to do so? 

Mr. Brooks — I could not say whether 
I told Mr. Hanna, and I did not know 
that it was my duty, to report it. 

Mr. Justice Walkem — As a minister of 
the Gospel you are required to report 
the cause of death, and it is also a pub 
lie duty. 

Mr. Brooks— If I had been asked, 1 
would have told. 

Mr. Justico Walkem— It is required by 
law and it is a very sensible law. 

His Lordship then asked the witness 
whether he considered it right for him 
or anybody else to discard the inven- 
tion of a man whom tho Almighty had 
created a genius. 

Mr. Brooks— I quoted from Scripturo 
to show (that it was not right to employ 
doctors or medicine. 

Mr. Justice Walkem— Do you say it 
is right to discard the discoveries o! 
thousands of yours? 

'Mr. Brooks— Not the useful ones. Mod- 
icino is not useful. It was proved other- 
wise In the case of President McKinloy. 

'Mr. Justice Walkem — That is your 
opinion against that of the most emin- 
ent medical men. You do not suppose 
that I will adopt vour opinion against 
that of nil these men? 

Mr. Brooks — Every reference in tho 
Bible about doctors is averse to them. 

Mr. Justice Walkem — Wo must use 
common sense. You can believe what 
you like, but you cannot do injury to 
others by imposing your 'belief on them. 
The crown says that you have done mis- 
chief, and they must prove it. 

Superintendent Hussey deposed that 
ho visited tho Rogers house with Dr. 
Hart, the coroner, to get information 
about, the death of Victoria Helen 
Rogers, and got a statement from 
Rogers, which the prisoner signed after 
being told by Dr. Hart that it was not 
compulsory for hint (to sign the state- 
ment. No one said that the statement 
would not ho used against Ro 

The .statement, as published at the 
time of the preliminary hearing, was 
then put in, Superintendent Hussey mak- 
ing n change, saying that it should read 
that Brooks called and saw the child, 
not looked at Iho child. 
Rogers objected to the statement on 
le ground that it was obtained under 
false pretenses and that he was assured 
it would not bo used against him. 

Superintendent Hussey contended that 
Dr. Hart did not say the statement would 
not be used. 

Mr. McLean suggested that Rogers 
should be allowed to call witnesses to 
.-how that the statement was not volun- 
tary. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said this would 
not be quite regular but he would allow 
it. 

The prisoner said be would prefer to 
let it go in until the crown had closed 
their case. 

Mr. Justico Walkem pointed out that 
Mr. McLean's proposal was rather in 
favor of the prisoner. 

Dr. Hart, coroner, testilied that Rogers 
made tho statement voluntarily. He 
did not say the statement would not he 
used against him nor did he use any 
words that could be construed to mean 
that. 

Rogers cross-examined the witness in 
mi effort to show that Superintendent 
Hussey had got the statement without 
letting him know who he was. 

Mr. Jusice Walkem pointed out that 
if an officer told a suspected person who 
he was. it would put an end to tho detec- 
tive service. 

Mr. McLean then asked formally that 
the statement 'be accepted as a volun- 
tary statement. 

Mr. Justice Walker; suggested flint 
the prisoner call his witnesses to show 
lint the statement was not voluntary

James Wilson, sanitary inspector, told 
of going to the Rogers 'and (finding the 
body of Victoria Helen jtogers and tak- 
ing it to the morgue, where a post 
i^ort m was hold.

()n September 5. upon taking Rogers 
homo nfter the inquest on Victoria Helen

Dr. Pagan, provincial health officer, 
told of the autopsy on the body of Vic- 
toria Helen Rogers. There was a dimV 
theria membrane in the throat. He 
made a bacteriological examination n; 
the membrano nnd found the bacilli of 
diphtheria. Tho condition of the heart 
Hid other organs indicated that death 
had ber-n caused br diphtheria. Death 
from diphtheria was prevented by the 
P'M-formano" of the operation of trach- 
eotomy. Tiierc ve-e also means of 
keeping back the disease by the use of 
nnti-toxine. A very high percentage of 
diphtheria pntionts. probably OH per 
cent., could be saved. Tho disease could 
also he kept back by local applications 
to the throat. Tracheotomv was the 
last resort. Life could absolutely he 
prolonged by modern treatment. The 
child was well nourished nnd heilthy 
and that would help the doctcs. From 
Hie evidence giv»n and his examination, 
he judged the child on the night before 
death was slowly suffocating from 
effects of diphtheria. With proper 
treatment, the child's life could undoubt

One property, the Eva. was recently 
bonded by the London & British Colum- 
bia Gold Fields Company for $250,000, 
and is being extensively developed. It 
is near the new town of Camborne and

Guilty of Assault.— In the police court 
yesterday morning, John Stevens, of 
Lake district, charged Hugh Little, a 
farmer on the Snanieh road, with as- 
saulting him. Mr. Stevens said that 
the accused has been in the habit of 
threatening, insulting and in other ways 
annoying him. especially about six weeks 
ago, when he trespassed on his prop- 
erty in defiance of his wishes. The two 
men have not been on good terms for 
some time, a brother of the accused 
having had some trouble with Mr. Stev- 
ens ventilated in the courts six months 
ngo. Mr. Stevens asked that Hugh 
Little be bound over to keep the peace. 
Little denied the statements of the in- 
formant, particularly with reference to 
the trespassing. He pleaded guiltv 
the assault and Magistrate Hall ordered 
him to pay a fine of $12.50, or go to 
jail for 20 days. He paid the fine. The 
magistrate in sentencing him said that 
he did not think it would be necessary 
to bind him over to keep the peace as 
the fine would bo sufficient warning, but 
if he again assaulted Mr. Stevens he 
would have to furnish sureties for his 
good behavior. 



The steamer Oregon, for which fears 
were entertained, has arrived at Seattle 
from Nome, with i~4 passengers, being 
towed 'In by the tugs Tacoma and Tatoosli 
which picked her uo with the remains of 
her rudder clinging to her stern. The Ore- 
gon left Nome. September 0, and on Sep- 
tember 0, when she was one day out from 
Unluiak pass, lost her rudder In a gale, and 
for a time was at the mercy of the ele- 
ments. Three times the officers and crew- 
rigged iq) a jury rudder before they suc- 
ceeded In getting a proper steering appar- 
atus, and in the -course of this time Inter- 
mittent storms combined to make the feat 
more hazardous. For more than a week 
the passengers were put on short rations, 
on two days getting only ono meal. 

She finally sighted tho C. 1'. It. Empress 
of China, and the Kmpress supplied the 
crippled steamer with provisions. It was 
when the Oregon was 270 miles from Unl- 
mafi pass that the Iron rudder was badly 
damaged and the rudder post broken. Sop- 
hie that the wreckage would endanger the 
ship In the heavy sea which was rolling, 
f'apt. SeCly had to lot It go. At once the 
work of rigging a jury rudder was com- 
menced, which was rendered extremely 
difficult by the storm. A derrick was made 
and the jury rudder formed out of cargo 
booms. 

For the next ton days tho gale continued 
to rage, and during that time the big craft 
floundered at tho mercy of the elements 
In the trough of tho storm-ridden soa. The 
first effort at a temporary rudder could not 
stand the strain, and another had to bo 
rigged, hut It also was useless in the face 
of the tempestuous ocean anil tho howling 
winds. At length, on September 17, tho 
storm subsided and the ship was able to 
proceed on her way under a slow boll. 

During the period of tho storm the pas- 
sengers, they declare, suffered much hard- 
ship. As stated, they wore put on ono meal 
a dav for two days. On September 10, tho 
Oregon, however, spoke the steamer Em- 
press of China, and from her secured a 
comparatively large quantity of supplies, 
considering the conditions. 

LOUISE RETURNS, 

Brings Salmon ami Passengers From 
Northern British Columbia. 

Steamer Princess Louise returned to port 
last night. She brought down 45 passen- 
gers, first class, and 75 steerage. Among 
them was [he Port Slinnson Indian band 
to take part In the coining celebrations. 

Among tin' passengers was Mr. Wlllis- 
eraft, who has for the past three months 
been engaged In roadmaklng on Princess 
Royal Island. Tills work was undertaken 
by the provincial government, anil the 
road runs from Surf inlet to some of the 
large copper showings which are situated 
on tills island, nt some distance from salt 
water. The construction gang, which has 
been working on this road, also came down 
on the Princess Louise, the work having 
been completed. Another passenger was 
Mr. Ernest Cleveland, who has been sur- 
veying mining claims on Princess Royal 
Island'. lie speaks enthusiastically of the 
district anil Its future. There are now a 
large number of prospectors on the island, 
but it Is expected that nearly all will come 
out for the winter, returning again next 
spring. 

All the northern const canneries have 
ceased operations for the season and the 
employees have now nearly all been paid 
off. 

0,500 cases of sal- 
mon, the greater portion of which was dis- 
charged at Vancouver.

Vt Steveston, where ships are loading 
salmon, no union men are employed. Mr. 
Kelly had a letter from there yesterday, 
which states that the work Is being badly 
done bv Chinamen and sailors. It Is not 
believed that McDerniott is paying the 
Chinamen G<> cents an hour. Mr. McDer- 
niott says he Is going to discharge ships so 
as to make money, but it Is doubtful If he 
can do so by his present methods. Six 
'longshoremen could easily do more -wort 
thnn tho 12 sailors now In the hold of the 
Alexander Black. The sailors get 150 cents 
a dav from the stevedore and a promise 
of another 50 cents a day from the cap- 
tain, which they will never get. The sail- 
ors received JIS each on Saturday night last 
from the stevedore, but nothing from the 
captain, although he receives a certain 
amount each day for each sailor. Hence 
the sailors will not work half so hard as 
'longshoremen, who understand the work 
and Insist on getting fair pay. 

Regarding the work on the Hawaiian 
Isles at 30 cents an hour. It Is not consid- 
ered 'longshore work, and any member of 
the union can work at If for what wages 
be likes. Drydock work is not 'longshore 
work and Is beyond the jurisdiction of the 
union.

MR. KELLY REPLIES. 

Secretary of flip Tin Inn on tho Strike of 
'Longshoremen. 

W. .7. Kelly, secretary of the 'LonK«lmrp- 
mcn's I'nlon. hnd something to sny regnrd- 
Ing the Colonist Interview with Mr. MoDpr- 
molt, published yesterday. Mr. Kelly states 
that an agreement was made b.r the 'Loner- 
shoremen fixing the rates of ivages at fiO 
cents for day and -10 cents for nlclit work, 
all vessels from the Sound nnd San Fran- 
cisco, tramps nnd nitre slilp'i were to be 
charged 40 cents for day and IW cents for 
night work. Tho men airreerl to work on 
two nitre ships which Mr. McDermott had 
contracted for previous to thif formation 
of the Union nt tho former rntos. providing 
ho could show contracts dated before that 
time. As ho fnlled to produce th" con- 
tracts the men Insisted upon the lilsrhor 
rates. Mr. McDormott's brother agreed to 
pav It nnd the men vent to work. 

On Monday, .Tune 10. nil stevedoro work 
was raised to 40 nnd no cents lor day nnd 
night work. Tho shin Poltnllooh was nt 
Esonlmalt on thnt dny. nnd Mr. M>Dermott 
wanted men to discharge ballast f-om her. 
and paid the new rates and continued to 
do so for n month nnd fifteen dnvs. He 
paid them previous to the nrr.'vnl of the 
Lariro Law. "\rhlclt came Into fhn Roods 
about July 15th.

Most Satisfactory Reports Made 
at Meeting of the Gen- 
cral Committee. 



Lacrosse Match Is to Be One of 
the Many Outdoors 
Attractions. 



A meeting of the general comuiitteo 
• of the B. 0. Agricultural Association 
was hold' at the city hall last evening, 
Mayor Hayword in the chair, to give 
the final touches to certain of the details 
-of tho approaching ph'ow. Princlipal 
among these was that of arranging for a 
lacrosse match between the Y. '.M. O. A. 
team Of Vancouver and Victoria, and as 
a paying attraction there can be no sha- 
dow of a doubt that the committee have 
-„c<ed wisely. 

The Urst business or -the eveuing was 
a report from the city engineer and the 
building inspector who stated_that they 
hud thoroughly examined the exhibition 
buildings and found them in hrst class 
condition and capable of accommodating 
With absolute safety the largest crowd 
that can be packed into the hull. 

The sports and guin<>s committee re- 
ported that they had seen the manager 
and that the Vancouver Y. M. C. A. 
lacrosse club would play if guaranteed 
saOU for a game-$250 and .>1UU for 
expenses, and that the Victoria club 
wanted $100. The latter club had been 
.offered $250 and expenses to play at 
New Westminster. This was hud on 
tho .table. . 

The finance committee reported rc- 
. ceipts amounting to $3,225.77 against 
which orders had been issued amount- 
in-' to *2 287.70— thus leaving a balance 
■to date'of *2,1)3S.07. Out of a total re- 
ported to .Mr. Boggs of sVl.iwO.oO .fofed 
had been paid in, tho balance having 
been promised but not collected. A re- 
view of the subscription list showed that 
the names were nearly all of leading 
firms and ran all tho way from $200 
■ (by tho O. P. It.) down. The secretary 
was instructed to arrange for the prom- 
ised subscriptions forthwith. In this con- 
nection it was pointed out that all sub- 
scription books should be produced im- 

m Beierring to the matter of the lacrosse 
clubs, the committee then took up the 
offer as made by the sports and games 
committee. The consensus ot opinion 
on tho part of those present was that 
the lacrosse match would be a good 
drawing card and that the receipts from 

•the grand stand would much more than 
repay the proposed outlay. Accordingly 
the report was adopted and the sports 
and games committee will lie empower- 
ed to engage the lacrosso clubs at the 
price named. , . . 

A complaint was made that during the 
storm of Tuesday night considerable 
Tain had made its way into the build- 
in- Tho hall comuiitteo were author- 
ized to spend tlie necessary amount to 
prevent a repetition of the matter. 

The secretary reported that the 
buildings had been wired and everything 
would le ready to test the lighting on 
Saturday next. 

Captain Boyds reported that arrange- 
ments were about completed for the in- 
stallation of a restaurant on tho 

.srouuds. 

iMr. Shakespeare reminded the com- 
mittee that it wns very desirable that a 
printed programme of the different 
events of the various days bo procured. 
If some arrangement could bo made 
with a private individual the programme 
coukl be got out without costing the ex- 
hibition anything. The secretary stated 
that it had been utterly impossible to 
state definitely what the events would 
be as for instance, it had only been de- 
cided tonight to have a lacrosse match. 

On motion of Mr. Shakespeare the 
board authorized Mr. Mackenzie, who 
had got up tin; prize list, tp prepare and 
issue, a printed programme of the sports 

° As to the opening ceremony by Their 
Hoyal Highnesses, Mayor Hayward 
thought that it would be best to have a 
carpet leading from the steps up the cen- 
tre to the east stairway and from there 
to the new portion of the gallery where 
the opening speech would lie made, the 
building being as well filled with people 
as it was possible to be.

its life could certainly have been pro- 
longed nnd this would hnve given a 
chance to snvei its life. 

To Mr. Justice Walkem— Diphtheria is 
n very serious disease and the only 
treatment is medical nnd surgicnl. With 
proper treatment 90 per cent, or more 
would he saved, While •without treat- 
ment not 50 per cent, would bo saved. 
The disease is always communicated by 
direct contact, through tho air or clothes. 

After reces-s Dr. Hart was recalled 
and identified tho report of the ovidenco 
of John Rogers given nt tho inquest. On 
his first visit to the Rogers house, after 
tho death of Victoria Helen, he exam- 
ined the members of tlie family nnd 
found that the mother nud oldest boy 
had had diphtheria. The oldest girl 
hnd no symptoms and the hahy was 
very sick, and was evidently dying from 
exhaustion caused by diphtheria. He 
could not enforce his recommendations, 
but reported the case to Dr. Fraser, who 
wag then medical health olllcer. He 
•went hack to the house with Dr. Fraser 
and heard him tell the parents to stimu 
late the child— to give it whiskey. The 
parents demurred. 

Dr. Hart gave tho same evidence as 
the other doctors as to the seriousness 
of the disease nnd the treatment usually 
prescribed. From the nppenrnnce of the 
girl's body ho would say that the chance 
of curing her would have boon excellent 
nnd certainly her life could have been 
prolonged. Ho gave instances in -which 
the lives of children had been saved by

tho performance of s^'io operation of 
tracheotomy. 

There was somo little cross-firing be- 
tween tho hocused anil the witness, 
which did not bring out anything bear- 
ing on tho case. 

•0. W. Ross, hoilermnher nt tho Albion 
Iron Works, testified that accused hnd 
worked for the company, earning from 
1?IS to ?,*>7 a month from September to 
December, 1900. 

Dr. Hart, recalled, testified that In 
cases of infectious diseases tho city took 
charge of the patients nnd paid all ex- 
penses. 

This closed tho case for tho crown, and 
Rogers called his wife to show that his 
statement to Superintendent Hussey 
was made with the understanding that 
it would not bo used neainst him. Mrs. 
Rogers said sh» heard I">r. Hart give the 
assurance. When Dr. Fraser examined 
the family he said, "A little whiskey 
would not hurt your wife nud those 
two," pointing to tho children. He fur- 
ther said tho bahv would bo all right 
until morning, and lie would then call 
and see it. He did not call and tho 
b-iby died about f> in the evening. When 
Victoria Helen died 'her husband was 
in the pantrv washing tho wishes and 
witness called him, saying: "She'e dead." 
Dr. Hart did not examine the baby's 
throat when he examined tho rest of tho 
family. Her husband was not home 
when tho baby died. 

To iMr: McLean witness said she con- 
sidered it wrong to have a doctor or to 
employ medicine for herself or children 
am! she acted upon that. She could not 
say whether her husband had the same 
belief. Hearing Mr. Brooks preach led 
her to form .this belief. Tho eldest hoy 
took ill lirst. His throat was Inflamed, 
his nose bled and he was sick at tho 
stomach. They simply prayed for him. 
She did not observe any white substance 
in his throat. Victoria Helen was the 
next one to take ill. This was ten days 
before her death. She could not see 
into Iter throat, it seemed to be swollen. 

Witness told of the visits of Mr. 
Brooks. The child seemed to be trying 
to get something up, but could not. She 
seemed to be getting weaker and Mr. 
Brooks went to sond a telegram to Dr. 
Dowie. Witness said she was not 
alarmed over the condition of tho child. 
She could not remember any conversa- 
tion as to the disease tho child was suf- 
fering from. Sho thought it was diph- 
theria or croup. Diphtheria she had 
heard was a very serious disease, but 
she knew God could cure it. The 
Maltby's she knew had got into trouble 
for not notifying the health authorities 
nnd failing to have a doctor to attend 
their children. Witness knew her child 
was very ill, but she did not send for a 
doctor or use any means to relieve her. 
They prayed for her, which was nil they 
needed. Before the coroner she said 
that even if stimulants had been sent by 
the doctor she would not have used 
them. No stimulants or medicine were 
given the baby. From tile time witness 
had a sore throat they kept people out 
as Mr. Brooks said the disease might 
bo contagious. She did not seud for a 
doctor because she knew they could do 
no good. All sho heard when her hus- 
band signed the statement to 'Mr. Hus- 
sey and Dr. Hart was "There is nothing 
compulsory, it won't be used against 
you. ' She could not remember any 
other portions of the conversation. 

After a good deal of fencing tho wit- 
ness said her husband was ot the same 
faith as herself. 

'Rogers took the witness box on his 
own behalf. He told of tliu visit to 
his house of Dr. Hart and Supt. Hus- 
sey and tlie taking of his statement. 
Supt. Hussey asked him to sign the 
paper nnd both Supt. Hussey and Dr. 
Hart said he was not compelled to sign 
it. Dr. Hart said it would not be used 
against him. When Dr. Fraser called 
lie said a little whiskey would do .Mrs. 
Rogers and tho two children good. Ho 
replied that they had no whiskey in the 
house. Dr. Fraser said he would' call 
in the morning, but he did not return. 
He said the child would be all right in 
the morning. 

To -Mr. McLean — I did in a way want 
Dr. Fraser to call and look after tho 
child. 1 had no confidence in him, but 
wanted him to keep his word. 1 would 
not have administered any whiskey or 
medicine if Dr. Fraser had sent any. 

In regard to the ovidenco of the ac- 
cused that Dr. Hart had said that the 
statement taken by Superintendent Hus- 
sey would not be used against him. Mr. 
McLean produced the evidence of the 
accused in tlie police court m which he 
said ho understood Dr. Hurt that way. 

Continuing under cross-examination 
by Mr. McLean Rogers said he did not 
believe in physicians or drugs ami did 
not or would not empioy tiiem. The 
teachings of Mr. Brooks were respon- 
sible for his belief. He did n-ir in>!i»vc 
there was a duty incumbent upon llim 
to provide his children with niwca! at- 
tendance. He thought tlie children had 
diphtheria and he knew this disease was 
dreaded by those who were outside the 
Christian Catholic church in Ziou. He 
did not know it was his duty to notify 
the health authorities. He remember- 
ed the iMaltby trial, a similar one to 
the uresont one. 

Tlie prisoner was cross-examined at 
some length as to what bo had road in 
the newspapers about the Maltby trial 
and the lectures by Mr. Brooks ou that 
trial to show that ho had warning of 
what tlie law might or might not do. 

Mr. McLean in Bumming up pointed 
out that there were four counts against 
the accused in each case, and quoted a 
number of cases to show that a person 
in charge of infants was required to 
provide the children with the necessar- 
ies of life or advise somebody who 
would provide tlie necessaries, failing 
which he was liable for manslaughter. 

Mr. Justice Wnlkem asked if there 
were any eases supporting the contention 
that medical attendance, was a neces- 
sary of life. Common souse, ho said, 
would say that it was. 

Mr. McLean quoted cases in support 
of tho contention. Ono of the cases 
was one in which u conviction was up- 
held by the Lord Chief Justice Russell 
and .the Appeal Court in England, the 
caso being on exactly similar lines to 
the present one. 

Commenting on the judgment of Lord 
Chief Justice Russfcll, Mr. Justice Wal- 
kem snid it showed that medical at- 
tendance was considered a necessary of 
life. He had had no doubt about it but 
it was well to have authorities to buck 
up his opinion. 

Continuing, Mr. McLean held that the 
belief of the accused that it was wrong 
to have medical aid was no defence. 
They must live up to the law and tliev 
could not say they did not know the 
law ns it had been gone very fully into 
in a recent case in which the same sect 
was interested. In this caso there was 
no doubt of the cause of death. The 
witnesses for tho defence admitted t.iat 
t|iey thought it was diptheria and they 
knew it whs a disease dreaded by the 
community; If a mar, endaugcrctl iiis 



life by refusing to accept medical at- 
tendance he could do so, but tho law 
would not allow children to be sacri- 
ficed becauso of the religious belief of 
the parents. There was no contention 
that tho father could not provide medi- 
cal attendance, he simply said he would 
not do so. Mr. McLean also referred 
to tho danger to tho community from 
the failure of Brooks and lingers to re- 
port to tho health authorities. 

Mr. Justice Walkem In regard to the 
statement given by Rogers to Superin- 
tendent Hussey, said he did not for one 
minute disbelieve Superintendent Hus- 
sey or the coroner, but in view of Mrs. 
Rogers' evidence and that of the ac- 
cused, who said ho made it believing 
it would not be used, thought in justice 
to the uccused that the statement should 
be discarded. 

The prisoner asked His Lordship to 
take into consideration that he had not 
been represented by counsel. 

Mr. Justice Walkem pointed out that 
tho prisoner had been given every op- 
portunity to get counsel and in fact he 
had almost warned him to secure coun- 
sel. Ho had helped him as far as he 
could. 

Rogers continuing said two doctors' 
who had said the first child could by 
saved did nothing for the second child. 

Mr. Justice iWnlkem— You did not 
want them. It was against your faith. 

Rogers having nothing further to say 

Mr. Justice Walkem addressing the 
prisoner snid he hud uo doubt as to 
what he should do. Tho prisoner and 
his wife had already been severely pun- 
ished by losing their children. They 
had despised the practice of two thous- 
and years and discarded skill and dis- 
coveries for tho teachings of Brooks. 
They had prayed to God but discarded 
the discoveries of men of genius whom 
God had created. Ho hoped they would 
take his advice and discard the teach- 
ings of Brooks iu so far as their chil- 
dren were concerned at least. The 
teachings were opposed to common de- 
cency. The prisoner had been severely 
punished, but the point was that others 
must be shown that they would not be 
allowed to do tlie same, sacrificing life. 
They had no right to treat children as 
they had done. He had nothing to do 
with Brooks' belief as long us he did 
not lead others to do what tho prisoner 
had doue. He had not the slightest 
hesitation in finding a verdict of guilty, 
nnd although (ho prisoner had already 
been punished he had evidently not been 
taught a lesson, as he held to his doc- 
trine and his other children had to run 
the gauntlet of life and death. As to 
the second child when Dr. Fraser did 
not call it was tho duty of the parents 
to send for another doctor. But on tlie 
one hand the prisoner said he relied on 
Dr". Fraser and on tlie other hand did 
not. All the doctors were of opinion 
that life could have certainly been pro- 
longed and probably been saved with 
proper medical treatment. He would 
allow prisoner out on bonds to appear 
when called upon, as he considered that 
the most humane way of dealing with 
him at the present time. He had fol- 
lowed the English decisions, but at tin* 
same time his own common sense told 
him that the doctrine followed by the 
prisoner was all wrong. The bonds 
would lie of the same amount as the 
ones that the prisoner has been out on, 
but they must bo bonds that are bonds 
and no trilling with the court. 

Continuing His Lordship said that the 
prisoner bad received fair warning from 
tlie Maltby case. He had discarded the 
advice of medical men and chosen to 
follow the advice of an irresponsible 
person. He failed to heed tho warning 
given liim by the death of his third 
child and allowed his fourth child to 
die without medical aid although it was 
his legal duty to provide this as shown 
in the Senior case, decided in England 
by eminent judges including the late 
Lord Chief Justice Russell. This deci- 
sion was that medical treatment was a 
I necessity of life which parents should 
' provide for infant children. The ac- 
cused as well as his wife knew that 
diphtheria was the disease that killed 
his lirst child and that it was present 
in the house inasmuch as the mother 
and other children had had it. He 
could hardly understand parents allow- 
ing their children to die before their 
eyes and refusing medical aid, which 
they knew before they joined the Zion- 
ite church was important in cases of 
diphtheria while they also acknowledged 
that they knew it was a serious disease. 
The judge remarked that he felt embar- 
rassed as tlie prisOnerMiad already been 
severely punished by tlie death of his 
two children. He would therefore or- 
der that the prisoner be bound over in 
bail to the amount of #7,000 to be ap- 
proved by the attorney-general's depart- 
ment and the superintendent of police, 
to appear when called upon for sentence. 
The prisoner must bear in mind that 
lie would certainly be called upon sooner 
or later for that purpose. It was clear- 
ly the policy of tlie law. as laid down 
in Regina vs. Senior, not to permit par- 
ents to treat children in so negligent a 
manner as to indirectly cause death. 
It makes such treatment a criminal of- 
fence. He hoped that tho result of the 
present case would prevent persons 
from rejecting medical aid ami treat- 
ment and relying on prayer.
